It  was  on  September  2,  1958,  that  we,  a  class  of  44,  entered  our  first  year  of  Manassas 
Regional  High  School.  We  had  been  waiting  for  this  day  for  a  long  time.  Our  principal 
welcomed  us  to  school,  after  which  we  met  with  our  sponsors:  Miss  E.  V.  Fields  and  Mr. 

R.  P.  Fitzgerald.  We  selected  the  following  as  officers  of  our  class:  President,  Kathlyn 
Downing,  and  Secretary,  John  Hall.  That  year  Joan  Hall  was  crowned  "Miss  Homecom¬ 
ing,  "  and  Edna  Redd  won  second  place.  Also,  during  that  year  Daleria  Outlaw  was 
crowned  "May  Queen"  and  Edna  Redd  won  second  place  again.

Our  officers  for 
that  year  were:  President,  Martin  Porter,  Vice-President,  Kathlyn  Thornton,  Secretary, 
Daleria  Outlaw,  Assistant  Secretary,  Frances  Paige,  Treasurer,  Joan  Hall,  and  Chaplain, 
Ivy  Davis.  Our  sponsor  was  Mr.  R.  P.  Fitzgerald. 

Now  that  we  must  leave,  we  part  with  both  sadness  and  joy.  We  remember  with  ap¬ 
preciation  the  support  and  help  given  us  by  our  parents,  teachers,  and  friends  and  we  are 
going  on  with  the  hope  that  our  future  accomplishments  will  be  those  of  which  they  will  be 
proud .
